It being the pn 
per Buſineſs of the Legiſlature, to aſcertain and declare the Rate at which the People 
ſhall be taxed, and of the Aſſeſſors, to determine only the Value or Amount of the Pr 
perty of each Individual, and by comparing that Amount with the Rate; to COmpute 
not appoint how much each Perſon is to pay.—And yet the Bill refers it entirely to th 
Diſcretion and Judgment of the Aſſeſſors, to determine how much or how little the Per

The Council further object to the above recited Clauſe in the ſaid Bill, as being it 
their Opinion, inconſiſtent with the public Good. 

* 1{. Becauſe, ſhould the Legiſlature exerciſe a Power, and go into the Praftice 0 
taxing People, not according to the Value and Amount of their reſpective Eſtates, by 
the particular Manner in which they were acquired, all Security for Property will be: 
an End. No Man being able to foreſee, whether the particular Manner in which he 
gally acquires his Eſtate, will at a future Day be diſapproved by the Legiſlature, an 
deſtroyed by extraordinary Aſſeſſments. So that ſhuuld this Principle and Practice ot 
tain, the People would hold their Eſtates, not by the Conſtitution ar. d Law of the State 
but the mere Will of the Legiſlature, and Mercy of the Aſſeſſors.

* This whole Clauſe, as it ſtands connected with thoſe that precede it, is involved in 
ſuch Obſcurity, that this Council are at a Loſs to affix to it any preciſe Meaning, ſince 
tue only Conſtruction which the Words warrant is too remote from common Senſe and 
common Juſtice, to be that which the Legiſlature intended it ſhould bear. 

* As lome of the former Clauſes of the Act abſolutely convict and attaint the Perſons, 
herein named and deſcribed, of High Treaſon, this Proviſo ſeems to have been deſigned 
O reitrain the Operation of ſuch Conviction and Attainder, ſo far as it might affect the 
Lives or ſuch Ferſons, and yet it is ſo worded, that thoſe who are the proper Objects of 
uch Reſtriction, viz. Thoſe who ſurrender themſelves within the Time, and in the Man- 


ner limited by the Law, by being within the Exception, are out of the Proviſo, and ex- 


preſsly excluded from being tried in the ordinary Courſe of Law. So that while the Act

They object to the ſecond Clauſe of the Bill, becauſe it is directly contrary to l 
Spirit of the Conſtitution, and to the Attention which is due to the Rights of the Sub. 
jets of this State. 1 

After reciting that a Number of Perſons, therein mentioned, who were dead at che 
Time of paſſing the Act, had been guilty of Treaſon during their Lives, it forfeits th, 
Eſtate real and perſonal, of which they or either of them, were ſeverally and reſpeRively 
ſeized on the gth Fuly, 1776. As this Clauſe affects the Heirs, Executors, Adminiſtra 
tors, or Legatees of the Perſons named, who, being charged with no Crime, the Lan 
will preſume to be good Subjects of the State, and in whom the Property intended to hs 
forfeited has legally veſted.
